REFUGEES PERISH DAILY,
SAYS AMERICAN VISITOR

Thomas Whittemore Aseerts
That Problem of Bathing
Homeless Hordes 1s
Criteal One

BEYOND HUMAN POWER

Thomas Whittemore, of Now York city,
who retently teturned from Russin, where
he wal & member of Qrand Duchesk Th-
tiana Nikolsovna's commities for wAr re
llef, and who In & member of the Russian
Rallsf Commiksion hers, sald at his homea
thit It wan nhot bBechuse of the fact that
Russia wak nol in need of American as-
sintanca that It had not appealed fof rellef,
but that a silent reaignation had been char-
acteristic of Hussian saorifice.

"1 hava Just teturned from hn sight
months' sojourn in Russin,” satd Mr. Whit-
tarnors, “where I visited among the refu-
geed rather thatt Among the civil and mill:
tary prisondrs, The rofugeen compose a
vast hords of humanily, who svacuatad the
went when the Golitry waer devastated for
mililary reasonA In the esarly part of the
war, Thia muititude of sufferors consista of
Jews, Poles, Lotts, Little Russinns and Lith-
waniane, and moved In wagone, on foot and
by train, and weko montha on the mareh
They moved across Rusiia toward the Cens
tral Governmenta on the Volga.

“No other nation has had this tremendoun
problein (6 solve—the problem of saving the
1i¥es of counllamm human beings, The Rus-
aian Government recognizes i thess multls
tuden of nations but one—n nation In want
—ihd It was foresd to turn to the Zemstvos,
ihh provisiohal unlons, for aesistance and
the organization of help. The Femstvos
are the mighty natlonal unlons which
breatha the splrit of the new Russia.

“Theme city and oounty unlons have es-
{ablished feading centres on ronds and In
places of centrallgation In the heart of Rus.
sin, and farther eaat they found lodgment
for many of thows who were intrusted to
their care. It ia impossible to say how”
many millions of people these Hemeptvos
have taken care of, an nn record ecould be
taken; this, too, would be an impoasibility.

DEATH RATE CALLED TERRIFIC,

“Thousande are perishing every day, but
In the eariy part of the war the death rute
wae terrifle. Whola governmentis parforce
roe to thelr feot and moved away, ke
the Nomnads or Tartars of old, and wan-
dered over the face of Russia in tremendous
clouds, The acute ngony of Night Is over,
bt the chronie distresa remilne. Summear
brings its diseanes, cholera and others, hut
the winter wis made terrible by the rav-
fages of typhus, which, In spite of every
effort made to curb It-raged frightfully,”

“A Natlonal Committes was formed. Tt
waa made up of Jaws, Russians, Poles, and
representatives of the other natlonalities
who Inhabit Russian territory. nnd was
establighed to preserve the nationnl life of
Russin's great fomily of nations, 'The
committee was headed by her Imperial
Highness, the Grand Dudhess Tatiana
Nikolanovnr, and has been doing wonderful
work in sending out tone of clothing and
the necesgariea of life to the nesdy. In-
formation bureaus were established ro that
families, and even towns, which became
sopirated could be loeated and reunited.
A oconcerted effort was mads to hold the
horde together, to keep towns and familles
enitire, but despite all this work, many
thousands were lost when childron strayed
from their own.

TASK BEYOND HUMAN POWER,

“Hotkls were established for children and
Infanta, and It wis necossary to erowd all
thess Humans into every avallable building.
Beveral barracks wers bulit to house from
1600 to 2000 people aplecs. The refugeos
were packed In these single sheds, which
resembled huge barns or stables, and which
woere made Into double or triple stories
The vunlons here did their shars. They as-
sisted efliclently and honestly In the dia-
tribution of food and money, which was
given by the Government for feeding and
medieal ald. Evervthing posaible s belng
dons, but the problem ls so gigantie that
It I8 well beyohid human Kandling.

“*The problems of the summet wlll have
to be met.  Adequate bathing facilities are
needed boefore the winter or that terrible
Nussian scourge, typhus, will striké once
more. I am [nterested In assisting the
bathing and disinfecting schemes—the
Japanese method—whereby the war vie-
tim's clothea are sterilized while the owner
i 1aking n bath. Thousands have died
becntike of this ek of equipment and the
hyglenie conditions mnaturally attendant
on gotting these people off the roadsides
and Inte thelr winter quarters,”

Mr. Whittemore sald that he would re-
turn to Russia in a few montha and that he
wis at present making arrangements In
this country for shipments of bathing equip-
ment and sanitary deviees for the rellef
of the war needy in Russia.
